it Is Not for Sale Now,

Some of the territory which has been
mwost highly valued, and for which immense |
sums of money were offered before the drill
penetrated the sand, have eventually proven
almost worthless. This has been frequently
reversed. The best producing territory in
the field was held in the lowest estimation

before being developed. In fact only
8 vesr ago the heart of the pool
could have been ht for less

money than for the value of half of the ail
it has produced in one day. This territory
comprises that which is held by Guffey,
Jennings, Murphy, Galey, Galloway ard
the Oakdale 0il Company, in which the
Fisher Bros, are, perbaps, the heaviest
stockholders.

South of the Panhandle railroad the field
is vet mew. Only ane well, the Venture
Oil Compnny's No. 1 Moorhead. has been
drilled to where the fifth sand ought to be.
Only a few shells were found in the fifth
sand stratum at the above well, which is
located east of a line throngh the big fifth
eandersin the MeDonald-MeCurdy pool. The
People’s Gas Company drilled two wells

west and  sout of the Cook
lot, the Christy lot and  the
Johns  lot wells  at MeDonald
without getting fifth sand oil. These wells

may have deterred operators from going
into th: new territory. For some reason
ther have been loath to follow the 45 de-
gree line below the railroad. So many
were bitten on the town lots that even the
reckiess speculsiors have become chary
about jumping at conclusions, as they
did in July and August, It is perhaps
better that they are, as the wells now drill-
ing to the southwesl are located to pretty
thoroughly develop the cntire field. If,
however, the first wells drilled between
MoeCuordy and MeDonald had been small, ns
many of the second crop have been, the
